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Protest march 


set Friday from 
Meijer to VBT PD

On Tuesday, Van Buren Township Police 
Chief Jason Wright confirmed that his 
department has talked with organizers of a 
protest march set for Friday afternoon in 
VBT. 

“It looks like they will meet at Meijer 
and then march to Van Buren PD,” Chief 
Wright said. “It is believed all will be 
peaceful. We have spoken to Chief 
Robinson in Belleville. We are working on 
this.” 

On Monday night a Facebook posting 
announced the march planned by 
“Survivors Speak.” It said there will be 
speeches and statements at Meijer and 
then the group will march to the police 
department on Tyler Road. 

The posting was unclear whether the 
group would walk to the Belleville or VBT 
PD. 

VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
said they do not know how many will 
attend the protest. 

On Tuesday, VBT Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara sent out a memo on the event: 

“We are expecting a protest march against 
police brutality on Friday at 4. The march 
is scheduled to begin in the Meijer parking 
lot with the group proceeding down Tyler 
Road to our police station. At that time, we 
expect some speeches by the leadership. 
We are actively tracking the event and have 
been in contact with Meijer and one of the 
event organizers in preparation. Their last 
event had 1,500 people in Washtenaw and 
was peaceful. Meijer will allow use of 
their side lot along Tyler Road. We will 
close Tyler Road and the intersection at 
Belleville Road for the marchers’ safety. 

“We are putting together a response 
to their concerns that will include some 
policy changes to our public safety

McNamara: Can’t give out 
information on French Landing Dam

At the beginning of the June 2 virtual 
Zoom meeting of the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees, Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said people have been asking 
a lot of questions about the safety of 
the French Landing Dam in Van Buren 
Township in the wake of the dam collapses 
near Midland and the draining of Wixom 
Lake. 

He said because it produces electrical 
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power, the French Landing Dam is 
regulated by a federal department, the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commission, 
and is “non-FOJA-ble,’ which means 
people cannot get information through the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

“If I had reports, I can’t give out 
information -— positive or negative,” 
Supervisor McNamara said. “It is crucial 
... critical infrastructure.” 

He said, in the spirit of transparency, he 
is tasking the township’s Environmental 
Commission to do research and come up 
with ways to get information on the dam. 
Eagle Creek, which operates the dam 
owned by the township, may be asked to 
come in and give a presentation, he said. 

He said information needs to be gathered

County to resurface 
Sumpter Rd. from 
Hull to Willis

Wayne County will be paving Sumpter 
Road from Hull Road in Van Buren 
Township to Willis Road in Sumpter 
Township this summer. 

This was announced by Sumpter Township 
Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis at the 
special, in-person meeting of the township 
board on June 2. She said the township had 
just been informed. 

Resident Mary Ban, who has been 
working to get the road fixed for several 
years, was pleased and said, “The squeaky 
wheel gets the oil.” 

She has lobbied for the road upgrade 
with Wayne County and with Van Buren 
Township, but she said the township wasn’t 
very helpful. One township official, she 
said, offered to have a grader sent out, but 
she said she told him that Sumpter Road 
was asphalt. 

In the past, Ban’s efforts also were 
responsible for traffic signals at Willis 
and Rawsonville roads and Martz and 
Rawsonville roads, and the changing of the 
timing of the light at Bemis and Sumpter 
roads. 

Also, at the special, 38-minute meeting 
June 2, the township board: 

e Approved a fiber optic package by 
Comcast pertaining to the township phone 
system at a cost of $1,400 per month for 
60 months, as recommended by Finance 
Director Elle Cole. She said Comcast is 
willing to invest $30,000 in the project and 
the township will be able to drop Verizon 
phone service of $24,000 to $30,000 a 
year. After the 60 months, the township 
will own the fiber optic system. Cole said 
this will strengthen internet reception 
and introduce fiber to Sumpter Township 
and encourage putting in more fiber for 
residents. It will not improve the quality of 
the board meeting videos on You Tube, the 
board was told; 

e Approved Sumpter Township 
COVID-19 Preparedness and Response 
Plan with Michelle Bellingham designated 
as the township’s Workplace Coordinator 
and Karen Armatis as back-up;

Barbara Gates 
resigns from District 
Library Board 


At Tuesday’s meeting of the Belleville 
Area District Library Board, board 
treasurer Barbara Gates resigned, effective 
immediately. 

She said she already has moved from Van 
Buren Township to Henry Ford Village in 
Dearborn and no longer qualifies for a seat 
on the library board. 

Gates explained that her son, Robert 
Washington, Jr., is coming home from a rehab 
facility where he has been since November 
and he uses a motorized wheelchair. She 
had to get a place that can accommodate his 
disability, she said. 

“Tt’s with much sadness that I had to resign. 
Ill be having my hands full with him,” Gates 
said at the virtual, Ring Central library board 
meeting. 

Board president Sharon Peters said they have 
discussed how to fill the sudden vacancy and 
will seek counsel from the board’s attorney 
John Day. 

Gates, a retired Registered Nurse, had 
lived in VBT for only two years when she 
was elected to the library board in 2018 and 
sworn in January 2019. She had worked for 
the U.S. State Department and traveled and 
worked around the world. 

She said Henry Ford Village has a lot of 
things to help her son on his road to recovery 
and she knows she will need help as she cares 
for him. 

“It’s a blessing you’re in a position to help 
your son,” said secretary Alma Hughes- 
Grubbs. This is Gates’ only child since her 
daughter was shot and killed in Ypsilanti 
Township last year.

A vehicle smashed into the art sculpture 
next to the Welcome to Belleville sign 
sometime between when it was erected 
on June 2 and the weekend. The sign was 
bent, the sculpture dented and pushed off 
its cement slabs. DDA Coordinator Carol 
Thompson said they have a police report on 
the accident. 

She said the crane, that is based in 
Blissfield, will have to come back to lift it 
back onto the slab. 

She said on June 2, a property damage 
accident on Belleville Road had officials 
blocking the site where another sculpture 
was to be placed. On Friday the crew with 
the crane came back and was able to install 
that sculpture. 

It was nice to learn that one of the 
sculptures was made by an artist on Gentz 
Road in Sumpter Township, the first local 
artist since the sculpture program began in 
2014. Summerscape by Robert Georgic is 
near the Van Buren Township sign just north 
of the Belleville Bridge. 

Dee Crowe said the story in the 
Independent about the French Landing Dam 
that was completed in 1924 implied it hadn’t 
been fixed since then, but there was a big 
remediation done since she’s been around 
and she remembers going door to door to 
get support for the tax that was imposed 
to fix the dam. She said Larry Haase was 
chairman of the committee. She remembers 
the township lowered the water so the dam 
could be fixed. 

I remember when the township was 
first talking about lowering the water in 
Belleville Lake, which was going to take 
place this fall, Matt Best reported that the 
operators of the dam said this would be good 
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for them because they needed to get some 
work done that needed the water lowered. 
The lowering of the lake water was canceled 
early this year. 

Mike Kole, interim director of the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce, 
brought the plaque the chamber wanted 
to present to the VFW to Sunday’s Bugles 
Across America ceremony at the Veterans 
Memorial in Belleville. Mike explained he 
had to wear his baseball cap to the event 
because he gave himself a haircut that didn’t 
work out very well — he called it a “hole” in 
his head — and he was waiting for his hair to 
grow out. 

A lot of people have given themselves 
haircuts and some worked out better than 
others. 

Tuesday morning, just after 6 a.m., on 
eastbound I-94 just west of Haggerty Road, 
a vehicle and the boat it was towing were 
destroyed in a fire. A Michigan State Police 
Trooper was going by on his way to the 
range and stopped. He pulled the driver out 
of the car after breaking a window with a 
baton and peeling through the window 
covering. The trooper suffered cuts on his 
arms and hands. 

MSP said the vehicle was pulling a boat 
trailer on I-94 when the driver pulled over. 
It later was learned he suffered a low blood 
sugar incident and passed out with his foot 
on the gas, causing his tires to spin and 
cause the fire.

On Monday evening, social media 
posts reported a shooting, or murder, in 
Rawsonville Woods, which was false, 
according to Sumpter Police, which posted 
the following on its Facebook page: 

“A road rage occurred 
near the intersection of 
Rawsonville Road and 
Textile, approximately 
two miles from our 
northern border. During 
the incident, one driver 
shot several rounds 
into the other vehicle, 
striking the driver once before fleeing 
southbound from the scene. The victim 
followed the fleeing suspect vehicle to a 
location in the mobile home park, more than 
five miles from the shooting. 

“Sumpter officers responded to the call, 
and the suspect was subsequently located at 
a residence on Rustic Lane West and taken 
into custody without further incident. The 
firearm believed used during the shooting 
was recovered. The victim was treated 
on scene by Sumpter Township Fire then 
transported by Huron Valley Ambulance to 
a local hospital with a gunshot wound to his 
hand. 

“Since the shooting occurred in Ypsilanti 
Township, deputies from the Washtenaw 
County Sheriff’s Office also responded to 
the mobile home park to investigate. The 
suspect was turned over into their custody.”

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Music needed more than 
ever at Belleville HS 


To Superintendent Kudlak and the Van 
Buren Public School Board: 

As a former Belleville High School 
student (Class of 1995) and a parent to a 
graduating senior (Class of 2020), I must 
address this. 

I chose to raise my children in the same 
community because of my hometown 
pride and the diversity, amazing staff and 
curriculum that Van Buren Public Schools 
offer. 

The cancellation of the choir program 
is absolutely devastating and a tragedy 
for our district. A state-of-the-art building 
with an empty choir room? Unbelievable. 
Unacceptable. 

While I understand budget cuts, I ask that 
you please reconsider budget priorities. 

Music education enriches the quality 
of children’s lives, promotes cultural 
awareness, creates social bonds, promotes 
pride of accomplishment and raises student 
achievement. This is a historical program 
that not only teaches the students about 
music but also builds confidence, character 
and gives students that may not fit in 
elsewhere a safe space to learn and grow. 

Some of the most respected artists in 
history are musicians that found their 
voice in their elementary, middle and high 
school choir class. For many kids, music 
is therapy. During this pandemic, people 
have turned to music and the arts more than 
anything. 

Choir isn’t a blow-off class. It is a 
significant part of the curriculum, a place 
for students to discover and develop 
their individual talents and also learn the 
importance of being a part of an ensemble. 

I’ve witnessed the sad decline in financial 
investment for the Belleville High School 
choir program over the last 25 years. In the 
1990s, directed by Louise Williamson, the 
music department was greatly respected. 
The students were provided with themed 
costumes, gowns and tuxedos. Choir 
students were given the opportunity 
to compete in festivals in Toronto, 


Washington D.C. and New York. The 
Ambassador Chorale traveled to schools, 
zoos, shopping malls and community 
events to perform. 

In my daughte’rs four years at Belleville 
High School, there were no big trips, no 
competitions, no costumes. The obvious 
budget cuts to this program over the last 
two decades is disappointing but while the 
program looks completely different on the 
outside (other than a shiny new choir 
room), what still remained was the heart, 
the dedication and the talent. It still had the 
familiar harmony (literally and figuratively) 

.. a bonded second family where lifelong 
friendships are made. Clearly you don’t 
need a big budget for that. 

The choir director Joseph Marino 
has contributed greatly to this program 
over the last three years. He has worked 
tirelessly to recruit middle school students, 
significantly increasing enrollment and 
interest. 

If you have ever attended one of the 
many annual concerts, you would see the 
dedication and the respect he has for his 
students (and vice versa). You would also 
witness the overwhelmingly supportive 
applause and cheers from the students for 
their fellow classmates ... encouraging 
each other to step into the spotlight. I’ve 
seen students transform on that auditorium 
stage. My daughter has gained visible 
confidence and kindness as a direct result 
from this program. 

The cost of the choir program is low in 
comparison to others. There is not a need for 
an annual investment in attire, instruments, 
books or classroom supplies (other than 
music printed from the internet). 

Mr. Marino has the heart and skills to 
bring this program back to what it once 
was (he was on his way until his time 
was cut short). He has also been a pivotal 
role as vocal director for the high school 
musicals (which also concerns me for the 
fate of BHS Productions). 

Please do not disappoint our school, our 
district, our community, current students, 
future students and alumni. During these 
unprecedented times, music is needed now 
more than ever.

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Belleville DDA supports Designated Outdoor Refreshment Area

If all goes well in Lansing, Belleville will 
lay out a Designated Outdoor Refreshment 
Area to help bar/restaurants recover from 
the shutdown over COVID-19. 

The DORA, called “cocktails to go,” 
would allow people to purchase alcoholic 
beverages in special cups at bars within 
the district and then walk to the next bar 
in the district while enjoying the alcoholic 
beverage in hand. 

At a special Zoom meeting June 3, the 
DDA discussed the DORA being considered

in the Michigan House of Representatives 
Ways and Means Committee and then 
approved purchases to support the DORA 
if approved by the state. 

DDA chairperson Alicia McGovern had 
proposed $13,750 in purchases to help 
bar/restaurants get back in business and to 
support DORA. 

DDA members separated the purchases, 
keeping DORA apart from the other 
purchases, since DORA was not yet 
approved by the state. 

McGovern said she met with a group 
of people from the city council, chamber, 
and DDA who were looking at what they 
can do to help the downtown reopen. She 
presented to the DDA what she thought the 
DDA could do. 

The board approved buying ten convertible 
benches at $250 each, five hand sanitizer 
stations at $75 each, and two bundles of 20 
eight-foot barricades per bundle with rack 
at $2,500 per bundle. An unknown amount 
for shipping was included in the motion. 

Five DORA signs at a cost of $175 each 
would be required if a district is designated 
in the city and those also were approved 
in a separate vote, along with a minimum 
order of $5,000 in DORA Cups, which are 
$.65 each. The vote was unanimous. 

The DORA Cups would be provided for 
the local businesses at purchase price and 
the businesses could charge $1 each for 
them or whatever they wanted, McGovern 
said. 

McGovern said the purchases would 
provide extra seating outside for restaurants 
and barricades if they need them. The 
barricades could be used for parades, as 
well. 
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Treasurer Sabrina Richardson-Williams 
asked where this equipment would be 
stored and McGovern wasn’t sure. 

DDA member Kelly McWilliams asked if 
the plastic fold-out tables are the look they 
want for the Fourth Street Square. 

Steve Jones, chairman of the planning 
commission and new president of the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce, 
said the seats could be secured with chains 
and they possibly could be stored at the 
city’s DPW lot. 

Williams was concerned about the items 
being stolen. 

The DDA would own the items and work 
out a way to aid some of the restaurants, 
such as Johnny’s, the Bayou, and Egan’s 
Pub. 

Jennifer Winter of Egan’s, a new member 
of the DDA, said it would be great if her 
customers could eat in the square. “We 
would be willing to buy our own furniture, 
but not now because we’re not open,” she 
said. 

DDA member Jason Mida said he wanted 
to make sure the allocation of the equipment 
is fair. They are not buying things for every 
business, he said. 

When discussing the DORA, Jones 
described House Bill 5781 and HB 5811 
that affect bars. 

McGovern said the DORA, if approved 
by the state, could also affect Music in the 
Park and the Taste of Belleville. 

After the meeting, the Central Business 
Community agreed to loan umbrella tables 
and other furniture to put on the Fourth 
Street Square for the businesses there. 
And, the CBC said they have other tables 
to loan as needed until the new furniture is 
delivered. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-44- 
minute meeting, the DDA: 

e Approved joining the Michigan 
Downtown Association as recommended 
by chairperson McGovern. The association 
offers ideas, lobbying, access to conference 
and other resources. The DDA decided to 
move forward on the membership and to 
have DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson 
clarify how much it would cost. The 
original estimate of $475 may not be what 
is needed; and 


e Discussed McGovern’s proposal of an 
independent contractor agreement to offer 
legal advice or a grant writer to businesses 
who are having problems with their re- 
openings. McGovern said the Farmington 
DDA sent the proposal they have to her and 
she thought it would be a nice little thing 
for the DDA to provide to businesses at 
$285 an hour, “putting a limit on what we 
spend.” Mayor Kerreen Conley said this is 
just following the governor’s or CDC rules 
and there is nothing new. “I hire a lot of 
attorneys and I don’t pay any of them $285,” 
Conley said, referring to her job at Canton 
Township. “Do we really know what the 
businesses need?” Conley said. She said 
the DDA would have liability if they were 
involved with an attorney giving advice and 
then the business doesn’t follow the advice. 
She suggested having a Zoom meeting 
with the city attorney and businesses who 
are seeking education. “I’d rather provide 
education than legal advice,” Conley said, 
adding, “I don’t know if providing legal 
advice is in our [DDA] authority.” 


VBT Board approves 
pickleball courts at 
Beckley/Denton roads

By the end of August a new set of outdoor 
pickleball courts and a newly re-surfaced 
parking lot will be ready for use in Van 
Buren Township. 

At its regular meeting on June 2, held 
virtually by Zoom, the VBT Board of 
Trustees voted unanimously for a 10-year 
ground lease agreement with The Habitat 
Company LLC (Harbour Club Apartments) 
for the northeast corner of Beckley and 
Denton roads for a total lease cost of $10 
over the ten years of the lease. 

The township will renovate the present 
tennis courts there to create four pickleball 
courts and a parking lot at an estimated 
cost of $185,000 and use this as part of its 
park system. The courts will be maintained 
by VBT and the grass and parking lot 
maintained by Harbour Club.

to C&S Construction Management of 
Wyandotte out of library funds; 

e Approved the low bid for $20,400 on 
chain link fencing surrounding the DPW 
pole barn and storage yard, beside the 
library, from Outdoor Amenities of Sumpter 
Township, paid out of library funds; 

e Approved paying warrants through 
June 30 and approved processed payments 
through May 13 totaling $395,764.37 and

e Canceled the June 9 and June 23 
regular board meetings and any township 
commission’s June meetings due to the 
extended Stay at Home Order, as requested 
by Clerk Esther Hurst;

Director of Instruction Jeff Moore gave an 
emotional statement on racism, brought on 
by the death of George Floyd while in police 
custody in Minneapolis. 

Director Moore said he’s been quiet for a long 
time and now must speak out on institutions 
that have been one-sided for a long time. 

“People have been afraid of speaking out,” 
Moore said, adding he has been encouraged 
by what he’s seen happening over the past few 
weeks. 

He said people should take a moment and 
listen to things happening in this community 
and educate themselves further about the 
African-American experience. 

“We have to figure out how to do better,” he 
said. “I challenge you and I challenge myself 
to speak out.” 

“Now it is more important than ever to talk 
about this in public,’ agreed former board 
president, now trustee, Keith Johnston. “We 
have had conversations on this ... for a long 
time.” He said he and Moore did not take the 
final step to talk about it publicly. 

“It’s very scary to talk about this, but I'll try 
to do better,” Moore said. 

“Many of us are having conversations with 
our children,” said board president Amy Pearce. 
“I appreciate you guys. Thank you.” 


Human Resources Director Abdul Madyun 
said he gives kudos to Moore. 

“It was nice to hear him say these things,” 
Madyun said. “I have not been shy ... We 
shouldn’t ignore things... I found they are not 
bad people. They just don’t know... I give Jeff 
kudos for saying that.” 

Karen Johnston, Director of Special Services, 
said she appreciates Moore and Madyun for 
counseling her on how to better serve her 
students. 

“The murder of George Floyd is another 
example of the inherent racism,” said School 
Supt. Pete Kudlak. 

He said they started doing work on this at the 
beginning of this school year. 

“Changing institutional structures are hard, 
but it’s something we’re committed to,” Supt. 
Kudlak said. 

“I’m a professional event producer,” said 
board president Pearce, adding that a speaker at 
one of her events spoke on “Inherent Bias” and 
was incredibly powerful. She said the woman 
pointed out all kinds of bias and she would like 
someone like her to speak at one of the district’s 
personal development days. 

“Tt would be really beneficial,” Pearce said. 

Board trustee Calvin Hawkins praised the 
comments on the crisis by Madyun, Moore, and

Kudlak. He said this is emotional for him and 
as an African-American he had to have a tough 
conversation with his son about how to behave 
when you get pulled over by police. Now, he’ll 
have to talk to his daughter, too, he said. 

“We have to have these conversations,” 
Hawkins said. 

Board treasurer Simone Pinter said it is 
terrible that in 2020 there is still racism. 

“Hopefully, through education is the only way 

we’re going to get changed,” she said. “Thanks 
for bringing this up.” 

In other business at the 90-minute meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved a Federal COVID-19 Funding 
Resolution to send to the federal government 
and the state government asking for more funds 
to help education “‘in this time of great need for 
the 2020-21 school year.” Supt. Kudlak said a 
lot of states have schools funded by sales tax, 
like Michigan, and with things shut down that is 
not enough and there are huge shortages in tax 
money. He said the projections for this year and 
next year are “pretty scary.” Board president 
Pearce said schools should be at the top of 
the list for help, instead of businesses, and it 
baffles her why they aren’t. Simone Pinter said, 
“They can’t just print it. They have to have it 
somewhere... We’re hoping to have it work out 
with or without help...” Kudlak said it would 
be better with it and, “We need more this time” 
because of the need to provide more emotional 
support to students who have been out of school 
so long and more interventions. Vice president 
Susan Featheringill said the money comes from 
the federal government to the state and the state 
needs to put it where needed; and 

e Approved the layoff of Belleville High 
School teacher George Devore to add to the 14 
other teachers laid off as of June 30 because 
of budget constraints due to the expected cuts 
in foundation allowance from the state due to 
the coronavirus. The board paperwork stated 
this layoff occurs through application of Board 
Policy 3131 and “is further based upon the 
need of this School District to retain effective 
teachers who possess the necessary certification 
and qualifications to support the anticipated 
academic programming for the 2020-21 school
